tions : 

He will accompany the Army in its 
Movements, and deliver ſlaughtered, 
within two Miles of Head Quarters, 
good Beet or Mutton at the Rate of 
4d. per Pound, the Meat to be deli- 
wered in Quarters to the Regiments, 
and never in Weighings of leſs than 
 fifty-ſix Pounds, | 
Payment to be made on Delivery of 
the Meat, in Caſh or Bank Notes; and 
ſhould Circumſtances ever occur to ren- 
der this Mode of Payment impractica- 
ble to any Regiment, the Contractor 
will take the Paymaſter's Draft on the 
Agent of the Regiment.

When Regiments are detached, 
ſingly, at ſuch a Diſtance from the 
Maia Body as not to be within Reach 
of the Contractor, the Commanding 
Officers of ſuch Corps muſt purchaſe 
Meat for their Men from the Butchers 
and Farmers near them. 

General Officers drawing Proviſions 
and Forage from the Commiſſary Ge- 
neral's Stores will be pleafed to include 
themſelves and Staff in the ſame Order ; 
The Officer preſiding at the Head of 
the Medical Department will in like 
Manner draw for the General Hoſpital 
and Staff in one Return, and every 
other Department of the Army will 
conform to this Regulation. 
Whenever Regiments draw their Sup- 
plies of Bread, Fuel and Forage from 
the Commiſſary General's Magazine, 


the Quarter Maſters muſt attend with a 
Return of the Strength of their Corps, 


signed by the Commanding Officer, 
agreeable to the annexed Form : 


Strength 
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When a Regiment is in want of 
Shoes an Order for the Iſſue muſt be 


obtained from the Adjutant General, 


and Payment is to be made for them on 


Delivery, by Draft on the Agent of the 


Regiment, at 78. Iriſh per Pair. 
Whenever a Regiment is ſo ſituated 
as to be under the Neceſlity of foraging 
on the Country, the Quarter-Maſter 
muſt accompany the Party ordered on 
this Duty, and is to be anſwerable that 
no more Forage, Fuel, &c. be taken 
than the Allowance to which the Re- 
giment may be entitled, and for which 
he is to give the Proprietor a regular 
Receipt, expreſſing the Quantity taken 


and for what Regiment, and a Return 


is to be immediately ſent to the Adju- 
tant-General, to- be lodged with the 


Commiſſary General, agreeable to the 
following Form : 
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If from the Abſence of the Proprietor 
of the Stock taken the Quarter-Maſter 
ſhall not have been able to give him a 
Receipt, this Circumſtance is to be ex- 
preſſed at the Bottom of the Return. 

Any Perſon found taking Supplies of 
any Kind from the Inhabitants, without 
paſſing his Receipt to the Owner, and 
ſending in the required Return to the 
Adjutant-General, (unleſs he ſhall have 


paid on the Spot) will be conſidered as 


a Marauder, and puniſhed accordingly. 
Spirits are only to be iſſued to the 
Troops on the Order of the Commander 
in Chief or General commanding. 
As the Regiments are ordered to 
march from their Quarters with the 
Number-of Carriages allowed for the 


Conveyance of their Baggage, the Cars 


and Horſes belonging to the Inhabitants 
refiding in® the Vicinity of the Camp 
are on no account to be preſſed by the 
Troops. Unleſs this Order be ſtrialy 
attended to, and the Perſons of the In- 


habitants protected from. Inſult, it will 
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be utterly impoſſible to procure «he ne- 
ceſſary Supplies for the Army: Com- 
manding Officers of Regiments are 
therefore to ſee that proper Care is 
taken of their Car Horſes, that they are 
not overloaded, and that during the 
March no one be permitted to ride on 
the Cars. 

If from any unavoidable Circum- 
ſtance an additional Car fhall at any 
Time become neceflary, Application 
muſt be made to the Quarter-Mafter 
General, who will give DireCtions to 
his Aſſiſtants accordingly.
